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TAP forced to re-employ convicted drug trafficker 


The Lisbon Supreme Court 
has this week ruled illegal the 
saeking of a TAP Air Portugal 
worker who was behind bars for 
18 months on suspieion of drug 
traffieking. 

The airline saeked the em- 
ployee on the basis of his ex- 
tended absenee. But the eourt 
ruled that serving a prison term 
is not just eause to reseind a la- 
bour eontraet. 

The terminal worker in que stion 
was detained in 200 1 on eharges of 
drug traffieking for whieh he was 
eonvieted and handed a two-year 
prison term in 2003 suspended for 
three years and was subsequently 
released after spending ayear-and- 
half in jail. It was only then the 
worker j ustified his prolonged ab- 
senee to his employers. 

Labour eourts initially ruled in 
favour of the worker after he was 
offieially fired in 2003. But he 
appealed with the Supreme Court, 
whieh, four years later, has ruled 
in favour ofhis reinstatement say- 
ing his absenee was justifiable. 

The eourt also ruled that the 
worker reeeive all outstanding 
wages sinee June 200 1 exeluding 
the 1 8 months he spent in pre- 
ventative eustody.

Man eats father-in-law 


Police have recently con- 
firmed that a 30-year-old ille- 
gal Ukrainian immigrant killed, 
dissected, and ate his 5 1 -year- 
old father-in-law. 

In May 2005, 51 -year-old 
Anatoly Bobrysh was re- 
ported missing and his picture 
posted on the PJ Judiciary Po- 
lice’s website. 

His disappearance was re- 
ported when the man ’ s wife and 
daughter were holidaying in 
their homeland and he was left 
at home alone with the now 
main suspect, his son-in-law. 


Little over one month ago, fire 
fighters made a macabre discov- 
ery as they attempted to put out 
a fire in Almo 9 ageme, Sintra. 
Their discovery would lead to 
unveiling the missing man’ s fate, 
as well as identifying his killer, 
and is the first incident of its kind 
in Portugal. 

In the countryside, firemen 
discovered various bin bags con- 
taining body parts, later con- 
firmed as belonging to the miss- 
ing Anatoly Bobrysh, identified 
by four silver crowns in the 
corpse’s upper jaw. 


Forensic exams further con- 
firmed that after being killed the 
victim was eaten, having teeth 
marks in the bones, and was then 
sawn up. 

For the past year, the 30-year- 
old suspect has been held in 
Caixas prison for another murder, 
that ofhis female boss, which took 
place last summer, on August 
20*. The woman was stabbed 
with a kitchen knife and her body 
set alight in an attempt to hide the 
crime. The incident occurred 
whilst the suspect was working 
as a gardener in a private villa in 


Praia Grande. He was later ar- 
rested for the crime onNovem- 
ber 7*, 2006, convicted and 
jailed. 

He is also believed to have 
murdered his employer’s wife 
in the Ukraine, some four years 
ago. Police psychology tests 
have confirmed the man as a 
‘psychopath’ , describing him as 
“a natural bom psychopath, 
who is fully capable of killing 
and would certainly kill again”. 

Authorities are now awaiting 
any reports of cannibalism from 
theUfaaine.

The Ponta Delgada Public 
Prosecutor in the Azores has or- 
dered an inquiry into the circum- 
stances surrounding the lack of 
assistance supplied to a 37-year 
old rape victim who tried and 
failed on seven occasions to re- 
port her ordeal to 1 12 emergency 
number operators.

TAP spends €2.9 billion on new Airbuses 

TAP Portugal this weekreceived five newplanes and signed a con- 
tract with European manufacturer for the acquisition of a further 1 2 
units. The deal will come at a cost of 2.9 billion euros to the official 
Portuguese flag carrier, officials said. 

BPI fails to merge with BCP 

The attempted merger between BPI and BCP that would have 
created Portugal’s most prominentbank by somemarginhas failed, 
it was revealed this week. BCP and BPI, Portugal’ s second and fifth 
largest banks were “unsuccessful” a joint statement by the two 
Oporto-based financial institutions explained. Talks started on 
November 6 following an approach by BPI to create what would 
have been known as Millennium BPI. 

Coimbra University is best 

According to university rankings published by The Times, 
Coimbra is the best university in Portugal. The university is also 
ranked the fourth best in the Iberian Peninsula and third in the Portu- 
guese-speaking world. Rated 319* best university in the world, 
Coimbra is followed by Universidade Nova and Catolica, which are 
both based in Lisbon. 

Portugal condemns Russian pre-vote 
crackdown 

The Portuguese EU presidency has expressed concern over Rus- 
sia’ s crackdown on oppositionists ahead of Sunday ’ s legislative elec- 
tions, urging Moscow to create conditions for free and fair voting. It 
has condemned the arrest of some 200 opposition activists, includ- 
ing presidential candidate and chess master Gary Kasparov, in sev- 
eral Russian cities last weekend. 

1 25.000 homes for sale 

According to data released this week, 125,000 properties are cur- 
rently for sale in Portugal, with 70 percent of the total being used 
homes. In 2006, more than 64,000 new homes were built, down from 
the 1 14,000 completed in the year 2000. 

Best ever Futsal Euro 

The respective managers and captains of the Spanish and Italian 
futsal teams have termed the Euro 2007 that was hosted by Portugal as 
the best ever tournament. Spain won the title, beating Italy 3 - 1 in the 
final. Portugal ended fourth after losing 3 -2 to Russia in the third-place 
play-off after being beaten by Spain in the semi-finals on penalties. 

Joaquim Chissano picks up Africa 
governance prize 

F ormer Mozambican president Joaquim Chissano pledged to con- 
tinue his promotion of good governance in Africa after receiving the 
inaugural Ibrahim prize for African leadership on Monday, an award 
worth 3.5 million euros. 

One in five beat taxman 

The Minister of Finance had admitted that one in every five tax- 
payers rightfully launch claims against the taxman for non-existing 
debts. Last year, it took taxpayers an average of 6.5 months to re- 
ceive an outcome after filing a complaint. A total of 27,440 complaints 
were received in 2006 by the Finance Ministry. 

Wages should rise 3.5 percent 

The average salary should increase by 3.5 percent in Portugal in 
2008, a decimal point above the anticipated rises in Western Europe, 
a report by consultant Mercer published this week has shown. 

Mugabe confirms Lisbon visit 

Zimbabwean President Robert Mugabe said this week that he will 
attend the Europe-Africa summit in Lisbon, despite the controversy 
surrounding his participation. “ Yes, F m going”, Robert Mugabe said 
with a smile, when asked by the Lusa News Agency if he planned to 
attend the December 8-9 apex meeting in the Portuguese capital.

US Ambassador disappointed at 
Portugal’s Afghan reduction 

The outgoing United States Ambassador to Portugal Alfred 
Hoffman has accused the Portuguese government of being more con- 
cerned at opinion polls than it is with global security. Alfred Hoffman 
made his comments after Lisbon’s decision to reduce its military 
contingent in Afghanistan. The Ambassador vacates his Lisbon post- 
ing this coming Saturday. 

Gambling money launderers targeted 

At a meeting of the Council of Ministers, it has been recommended 
that all gamblers who request chips to the value of€2,000 or more be 
duly identified and recorded. While this measure is aimed at money 
launderers and tax evaders, some confusion remains over the pro- 
posal, as gamblers exchanging cash for chips onnumerous occasions 
during one night, so long as each transaction does not exceed€2,000 
could have their identities protected.

Portuguese police and officials were 
due back from Britain this weekend 
after spending the latter half of the 
week in contact with Leicestershire 
police and members of the Forensic 
Science Service in Birmingham. 


Four Portuguese offieials are 
eurrently in Britain diseussing 
DNA evidence that has been ex- 
amined in the investigation in- 
volving the disappearance of 
Madeleine McCann. 

Police from both countries are 
believed to have met secretly in 
Leicestershire on W ednesday and 
Thursday. 

These meetings were followed 
by a visit totheFSS in Birming- 
ham to view evidence taken from 
the car hired by Kate and Gerry 
McCann almost a month after 
their daughter’s disappearance. 

A spokesman for the McCann 
family confirmed knowledge of 
these meetings, but said there 
was no indication that either 
Kate or Gerry, who are formal 
suspects in the case, would face 
any questioning. 

“We understand there is no 
intention for the McCanns to be 
interviewed, or indeed anyone 
else”, Clarence Mitchell was re- 
ported as saying. 

“We do not see it as a signifi- 
cant development”, he con- 
cluded. 

The Leicestershire Constabu- 
lary said the meetings were not 
due to any new developments, 
saying that both sides felt the 
time had come to sit down “face- 
to-face” to discuss details of the 
case as opposed to doing every- 
thing over the phone. 

The team of four Portuguese 
officials departed Faro airport on 
Wednesday morning on an 
Easyjet flight to the East Mid- 
lands. 

Two forensic experts, a detec- 
tive with the Policia Judiciaria 
and the vice-president of the na- 
tional pathology institute, Fran- 
cisco Corte Real, were on the 
flight. 


Their return flight is report- 
edly booked for this coming Sat- 
urday. 

Madeleine McCann went 
missing from her family’s holi- 
day apartment in Praia da Luz on 
the evening of May 3 as her par- 
ents dined at a nearby T apas res- 
taurant. 

Madeleine’s parents were 
both named as official suspects 
in early September but have not 
been charged with any crime, as 
is the case with the only other 
suspect in the case, Robert 
Murat, who was made a suspect 
on May 14. 

Robert Murat’s lawyer, 
Franciso Pagarete created a stir 
earlier this week when he stated 
the McCanns should be 
“cursed” for leaving their chil- 
dren alone. 

“What they deserve is for 
somebody to curse them, to make 
them pay for having left three 
children unprotected”, Murat’s 
lawyer told the 24 Horas news- 
paper. 

“To top it all off, they have 
bank accounts which are stuffed 
full”, Pagarete complained. 

The laywer added that Robert 
Murat and his girlfriend are on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 

Earlier in the week. Publico, 
who have awarded the case little 
coverage in recent months, re- 
ported that Madeleine could have 
been killed by an intruder inside 
the apartment. 

Earlier, the Attorney-General 
F emando Pinto told Vis do maga- 
zine that he was unsure the 
McCanns would have been sus- 
pects under the revised Portu- 
guese Penal Procedure Code, 
which came into force a week af- 
ter Kate and Gerry were made 
suspects by police.

The EQF will act as a transla- 
tion device between the member 
states’ qualifications systems. 
This will help employers and 
educational establishments 
across Europe compare and bet- 
ter understand the qualifications 
presented by individuals. 

The core of the EQF system 
is its eight reference levels, cov- 
ering the span of basic to the 
highest level qualifications. 

The recommendation speci- 
fies that countries should relate 
their national qualifications sys- 
tems to the EQF by 2010. By 
2012, every new qualification 
issued in the EU should have a 
reference to the appropriate 
EQF reference level, so the ben- 
efits to mobility and lifelong 
learning that the EQF brings will 
be visible and available to every 
EU citizen. 

Commissioner Jan Figel ex- 
plained its significance: “People 
in Europe too often face obsta- 
cles when they try to move from 
one country to another to learn 
or work. They even sometimes 
face obstacles when they want 
to move from one part of their 
own country’s education sys- 
tem to another, e.g. from voca- 
tional education and training to 
higher education. 

“The EQF will make different 
qualifications more easily read- 
able between different European 
countries, and so promote in- 
creased mobility for learning or 
working”, he said 

“Over the next few years, the 
EQF will promote lifelong 
learning, for example by making 
it easier to gain credit for the 
learning people have already 
achieved”, concluded the com- 
missioner. 


EU NEWS IN BRIEF 

Lisbon laments “tragic” events in Bolivia 

Portugal’s EU presidency has expressed its regret at weekend vio- 
lence in the southern Bolivian city of Sucre, sparked by President 
Evo Morales’ efforts to overhaul the country’s constitution. 
Protestors torched a police station in Sucre and freed around 1 00 in- 
mates from a jail after setting fire to the building. Street clashes be- 
tween demonstrators with police left one officer dead and a number 
of others injured. The violent protests came after pro-government 
parties approved a draft Saturday of the new constitution, a key 
political project of the president. 

Future Group on Justice holds debut meet 

The EU’ s Future Group on Justice held talks in Lisbon this week 
for the first time to reflect on the bloc ’ s priorities for the sector in the 
2010-2014 period. The two-day meeting of justice ministers from 
the current and succeeding EU “troikas” focussed their attention on 
simplifying legislation, modernising the justice system, fighting ter- 
rorism and organized crime, and re-enforcing protection for victims, 
Portuguese EU presidency officials said. 

EU mulls justice, home affairs cooperation 
with Russia 

The EU and Russia have agreed to strengthen their cooperation in 
some areas of justice and internal affairs, Portugal’s presidency of 
the 27-state bloc said. The agreement centres on ways of creating a 
common area of security, liberty and justice, analysing policies on 
visa issue, illegal immigration, prevention of terrorism and traffick- 
ing of people and drugs. 

EU to open Timor office 

The European Commission has announced a 63 million euro aid 
package for East T imor. Commission President Jose Manuel Durao 
Barroso unveiled the initiative during a brief visit to Asia’s newest 
and poorest nation in a speech to Dili’ s parliament, adding that Brus- 
sels would open a delegation in the East T imorese capital next year. 

EU aims to reduce flood risks 

Reducing the risks and adverse consequences of floods in the Eu- 
ropean Union is the aim of the new directive on flood risk manage- 
ment that came into force this week. The directive requires flood risk 
management to be negotiated across national borders and contains 
important commitments to increase transparency and involve citi- 
zens. Member States are now obliged to identify river basins and 
associated coastal areas at risk of flooding and draw up flood risk 
maps and management plans for these areas. 

More jobs in the EU 

The robust recovery of EU labour markets in 2006 brought an in- 
crease in employment of 4 million-the strongest since 2000, accord- 
ing to the 2007 ‘Employment in Europe’ report, published this week. 
But rather than being an occasion for premature celebration, the im- 
proved economic climate presents aunique opportunity to pushmore 
strongly for badly-needed structural reforms, the report says. 

No tax on cereals 

The EC has proposed the suspension of import duties on all cere- 
als except oats for the current marketing year - which ends on June 
30, 2008. This is a reaction to the exceptionally tight situation on the 
world and EU cereals markets and the record price levels. Although 
the current levels of border protection for cereals are rather low, im- 
port duties are still applied for certain types of grains that are rel- 
evant for the balance of the EU market. 

EU trade with China and India soars 

China andlndiaplay an increasingroleinEU27 trade. China, which 
was the fourth trading partner of the EU27 in 2000, has since 2003 
become the second trading partner after the USA. India, which was 
the 1 7th trading partner in 2000, ranked ninth in 2006. 

EU’s new research body approved 

EU ministers have agreed to set up a new research body to stimu- 
late innovation and growth in the 27-state bloc, although the ques- 
tion of how to fund the initiative remains unresolved, officials said. 
Portugal’s science and technology minister, Mariano Gago, said af- 
ter chairing a meeting of EU research ministers that “political accord” 
has been reached by member states to create the European Institute 
of Innovation and Technology, also known by the acronym EIT. 

Socrates and Wen Jiabao sign declaration 
on human rights 

Portuguese Prime Minister Jose Socrates and his Chinese coun- 
terpart, Wen Jiabao, met for the tenth EU-China summit meeting on 
Wednesday in Beijing, where they signed a joint declaration on hu- 
man rights and trade relations. Before the start of the talks, Socrates, 
who is the current president-in-office of the European Union, was 
received by Chinese President Hu Jintao at the Great Hall of the Peo- 
ple in Beij ing for a 45-minute meeting. 

No alternative to Israeli-Palestinian 
dialogue says Portugal 

Foreign Minister Luis Amado, speaking for the EU presidency, 
has told Israeli and Palestinian leaders Tuesday that they have no 
choice but to negotiate a peaceful settlement. 

“There is no alternative (to negotiated peace) other than the re- 
vival of radicalism and extremism in the region”, said Amado earlier 
this week in the United States. 
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The two are aeeused of having 
murdered Le Floeh on his eatama- 
ran, the Intermezzo, whilst sail- 
ing off the Algarve eoast near 
Sagres, in August 2006. They 
were further aeeused of attempt- 
ing to steal the boat, saerilege and 
attempting to hide a body. 

Speaking for the first time dur- 
ing the trial, Corine admitted to 
having hit Le Floeh over the head 
with an undetermined obj eet, but 
claimed it was in self-defence, 
accusing the victim of having at- 
tempted to rape her. This allega- 
tion has been maintained by the 
half-brother and sister since their 
arrest. She also claimed that after 
the incident sea rescue officials 
were immediately called in to 
provide help, and that Le Floeh 
was still conscious. 

Thierry Beille denies having 
assaulted the owner of the boat 
and attaching any objects to his 
belt. 

Le Floeh’ s body was found in 
the hull of the vessel, bound up 
and with lead weights tied to him. 
Police believe he was murdered 


days before Portuguese sea res- 
cue officials were called to aid the 
catamaran when it was caught in 
a storm off Sagres. 

During his closing speech, 
public prosecutor Jose 
Magalhaes e Menezes summed 
up that the duo had “premedi- 
tated” their crime, saying they 
“disrespected a human life”, and 
showed no signs of regret. 

Their defence attorney, 
Manuel dos Santos, in turn re- 
torted by claiming “little proof’ 
was shown during the three ses- 
sions of the trial, and has asked 
that the French citizens be ab- 
solved of the crimes of theft and 
sacrilege of the sailor’ s body. 

Manuel dos Santos further 
sustained that “the intention to 
kill was not proved either”, there- 
fore concluding that the catama- 
ran owner’ s death should be con- 
sidered by the courts as a ‘crime 
against physical integrity’ , com- 
mitted only by Corine. 

In answer to this, the public 
prosecutor highlighted how the 
pair acted “with joint effort” in

The total number of women 
who had been victims of vio- 
lence inside their own homes 
rose by 5 1 4 this year, compared 
with the same period last year. 


Of the almost 8,000 reported 
cases, 6,818 were for spousal 
abuse. 

More than a thousand cases 
(1 ,240) involved males, though 
they were either children or eld- 
erly, police say. 

As a result of these crimes, 
105 aggressors were detained 
by police.

Portugal hopes Mugabe’s presence 
in Lisbon won’t be ‘distracting’ 

Zimbabwe has confirmed it will attend the Europe-Africa summit in Lisbon this in just over a week, 
Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado has said, reiterating his hope that President Robert Mugabe’s 
eventual participation will not distract the meeting from its agenda. 


“Zimbabwe was invited and 
has confirmed” its presence atthe 
December 8-9 apex gathering, 
Amado said late Friday without 
specifying whether Harare ’ s con- 
troversial leader would attend. 

“A significant maj ority of Af- 
rican and European states have 
confirmed their presence in Lis- 
bon”, he told journalists after 
talks with his Senegalese counter- 
part, Mustapha Masse. 

“Naturally, we want the sum- 
mit to concentrate on the themes 
that interest us. We know that 
President Mugabe’s presence is 
a distracting factor”, Amado 
added, considering media concern 
over whether the Zimbabwean 


leader will attend an “obsession”. 

Many heads of state and gov- 
ernment, he said, want to use the 
two-day apex meeting to discuss 
“relevant issues”. 

British Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown has said neither he nor any 
senior member of his cabinet will 
attend if Mugabe comes. 

The Zimbabwe regime has 
been under EU travel and other 
sanctions since 2002 over 
Harare’s violation of human 
rights. Senegal’s foreign minister 
said the summit, the first in seven 
years, was an “opportunity to 
discuss basic issues” of the future 
relationship between the two 
continents and that it should not 


be sidetracked by concerns over 
Zimbabwe. 

“We are 53 nations in Africa. 
Why reduce Africa to Zimba- 
bwe”, he asked. 

Masse said the African Union 
had its sights set on debating mi- 
gration, infrastructure and en- 
ergy, among other pressing sub- 
jects, in Lisbon. 

Thanking the Portuguese EU 
presidency for having extended 
“a hand to Europe and to Africa”, 
he said the AU had “great hope” 
in Lisbon’ s leadership of the Eu- 
ropean bloc. 

The first EU-AU summit was 
heldunderthepreviousPortuguese 
EU presidency in Cairo in 2000. 


Lisbon’ s attempt to host a fol- 
low-up summit in 2003 was 
aborted by London-led opposi- 
tion to Mugabe’s participation.

The European Union has 
reached an “important accord” 
over the bloc’s proposed 2008 
budget, including financing for the 
Galileo global positioning system 
and the creation of a European 
Institute of Technology (EIT). 

Portugal’s assistant budget 
state secretary, Emanuel 
Augusto Santos, reported the 
breakthrough late last Friday af- 
ternegotiations in Brussels, say- 
ing he had the “welcome pleasure 
to announce that an important 
accord” had been reached. 

Santos, who chaired the nego- 
tiations, said the accord included 
agreement over financing for the 
Galileo and EIT projects. 

Prior to the agreement, a Por- 
tuguese EU presidency official had 
forecast a “difficult task” ahead. 


especially over the additional 2.4 
billion euros needed for Galileo, 
given the failure to attract private 
investors for the project. 

“This is the first step for Eu- 
rope to have its own satellite com- 
munications system”, Santos 
said, adding that the funds for 
Galileo would in no way affect 
EU farm subsidies through 2013. 

The scheme, proposed by the 
European Commission, calls for 
the added Galileo financing to 
come from surplus Brussels 
funds between 2007 and 2013. 

The commission had previ- 
ously budgeted 1 billion euros for 
the project that is estimated to 
cost a total 3 .4 billion euros. 

The 2008 budget proposal 
must still receive European par- 
liament approval. TPN/Lusa 


EU launches offensive on 


unsafe toys 

In direct response to the high- 
profile toy recalls over safety 
fears this summer, the EU has 
carried out a review of safety 
checks in Europe. 

The results of the review pub- 
lished over the weekend reveal 
the need for improved enforce- 
ment and implementation of 
product safety checks in Europe. 

Corrective action scheduled for 
the coming months will include 
an in-depth audit of retailers’ 
safety measures, increased na- 
tional market surveillance and 
customs checks, and closer coop- 
eration with China as it sets up 
an alert system along the lines of 
the EU’ s so-called Rapex system 
for dangerous goods. 

“In this world you caimot give 
1 00 percent guarantees. But you 
can make sure the system is fit for 
purpose” said consumer protec- 
tion commissioner Kuneva. 

“You can ensure that all the 
lin ks in the chainraise their game”. 

In an effort to tackle problems 
as early and effectively as possi- 
ble, the EU is addressing the full 


gamut of parties involved - pro- 
ducers, importers, retailers and 
governments. 

First and foremost, the toy 
industry itself has a legal obliga- 
tion to ensure that only safe toys 
make it to shop shelves. Recent 
recalls however show this not to 
be the case. This will be turned 
around by a comprehensive au- 
dit, together with a training pro- 
gramme for Europe’s Chinese 
partners. 

Secondly, national surveil- 
lance authorities will come under 
scrutiny as comparable data is 
released in January. Practical so- 
lutions will be sought to increase 
traceability in the product sup- 
ply chain. 

Thirdly, cooperation will be 
stepped up with China and the 
US to ensure product safety con- 
trols are enforced effectively. 

For its own part, the EU is re- 
viewing its regulatory frame- 
work. 

A draft revision of its toy di- 
rective is scheduled for early 2008 
and a package is planned to im- 
prove market and customs sur- 
veillance.

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Gas explosion injures 40 

□ The government has ordered an investigation into a propane gas expiosion 
that ripped through the top three fioors of a 14-storey buiiding in Setubai, 
injuring 40 peopie, damaging about 50 vehicies and shattering windows in 
neighbouring buiidings, the Lusa News Agency reported. 


Officials said three of the vic- 
tims in the blast last Thursday 
evening suffered “serious” inju- 
ries. Internal Administration 
Minister Rui Pereira asked the 
National Civil Engineering Labo- 
ratory (LNEC) to conduct an in- 
vestigation into the causes of the 
explosion. 

Local officials said it appeared 
to have been caused by leakage in 


the residential building’s pro- 
pane gas distribution system that 
was undergoing changes to sup- 
ply natural gas. 

The building was evacuated, 
with city officials offering tem- 
porary lodging to those dis- 
placed. 

Residents have been allowed 
back in the building under supervi- 
sion to gather some of their belong- 


ings, though engineers were still 
assessing the safety of the struc- 
ture this week to decide whether 
or not it should be demolished.

Copper thieves target power lines 


Growing international demand 
for copper has started taking its 
toll in Portugal. The preferential 
target for copper thieves has been 
electricity lines, often resulting in 
thousands of households being 
left without power. 

Good quality copper is 
picked up by scrap yard dealers 
for around three euros a kilo- 
gramme, though second grade 
copper is traded for as little as 
50 cents a kilo. 

While dealers are obliged to 
keep a history of all their sup- 
pliers, national electricity util- 
ity EDP is facing mounting ag- 
gravation from petty thieves, 
whose actions cause consider- 
able expense. 

While few comparative stud- 


ies exist in Portugal on copper 
theft, evidence points to this sort 
of crime being on the up. 

At the GNR alone almost 
1 ,700 cases of copper theft have 
been reported so far this year and 
almost two hundred arrests have 
been made in 2007. 

One of the biggest victims of 
this crime is EDP. This year 
alone, more than one hundred 
kilometres of stolen electrical 
cable has had to be replaced by 
the energy company. 

Households are also paying the 
price, and the most notable recent 
case of cable theft left 1 ,500 Al- 
garve homes in darkness for al- 
most six hours. 

This inconvenience was not 
only due to restoring the electric- 


ity feed, but EDP was forced to 
wait for the authorities as the al- 
leged thief was electrocuted at the 
scene of the crime. 

The soaring price of copper on 
the global market makes the metal 
an easy way, especially for drug 
addicts, to make money. 

Since 2001 the cost of copper 
has risen 500 percent on the in- 
ternational market, and has al- 
ready peaked above the mark of 
$8,000 a tonne in 2007. 

The rising demand and there- 
fore price, is driven mostly by 
growing needs in car production, 
building and power grids.

Debate on the second and fi- 
nal day of the informal council 
under the Portuguese EU presi- 
dency was centred on the poten- 
tial contribution of regional 
policy to promoting the Lisbon 
Agenda, the 2000 strategy to 
make the EU the world’s most 
competitive economy, officials 
said. 

Francisco Nunes Correia, Lis- 
bon’s minister for environment, 
territorial planning and regional 
development, said a “consensus” 
hadbeenreachedlastFridayover 
an “action plan” to implement 


the “territorial agenda” approved 
for the EU last May. 

The initiative, Nunes Correia 
said, would place “territorial co- 
hesion” at the forefront of EU 
policy making, along with the 
bloc ’ s previous dynamics of eco- 
nomic and social cohesion. 

The new territorial dimension 
would be “formalised along with 
the Reform Treaty” that was ap- 
proved by EU leaders in Lisbon 
last month, he added. 

Portugal ’ s mid- Atlantic 

Azores islands, Nunes Correia 
said, were the “ideal stage” for 


discussing territorial cohesion 
issues, given its “ultra-periph- 
ery” location. TPN/Lusa

PM Socrates calls for Myanmar sanctions 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates, speaking for the EU presidency, has defended the 
application of political sanctions against Myanmar’s military regime, urging Yangon’s 
leaders to speed steps towards national reconciliation and democracy. 


Prime Minister Soerates, ad- 
dressing the EU- ASEAN summit 
in Singapore, said Myanmar’s 
mlers “now have an international 
responsibility to move more 
quiekly in the proeess of reeon- 
eiliation and the proeess of de- 
moeratising the eountry”. 

“In the view of the European 
Union, the applieation of sane- 
tions against Myanmar aims to 
speed the proeess that has ad- 
vaneed very slowly”, he added. 

Reealling the reeent peaeeful 
pro-demoeraey demonstra- 
tions that were put down in a 
bloody military eraekdown. 


Soerates eneouraged Y angon to 
take advantage of “this opportu- 
nity” to take “signifieant steps 
towards reeoneiliation”. 

European Commission ehief 
Jose Manuel Durao Barroso ex- 
pressed similar eoneems at the 
summit, saying sanetions should 
be direeted “against the regime, 
not against the people”. 

Many ASEAN members, 
Durao Barroso added, shared the 
EU’ s view of events in Myanmar 
but as “geographie and eultural” 
neighbours were reluetant to ap- 
ply the same kind of sanetions. 

“But the truth is that they are 


also demonstrating their preoe- 
eupation with the situation in 
Myanmar and explieitly sup- 
port the efforts” of speeial UN 
envoy Ibrahim Gambari to fos- 
ter negotiations between the 
military and the pro-demoe- 
raey opposition, he said. 

Beyond eoneems over 
Myanmar, the one-day summit 
in Singapore set its sights on re- 
viewing the three-deeades-old 
relationship between the Euro- 
pean and Southeast Asian bloes 
and diseussing a wide range of 
issues, ineluding trade, elimate 
ehange and human rights .

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EU agrees on need for fresh SME sfrategies 


EU economy ministers have 
given their blessing to proposals 
to revamp the bloc ’ s policies re- 
lating to small to medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs), officials 


were reported as saying by the 
Lusa News Agency. 

Speaking after chairing a meet- 
ing of EU ministers responsible 
for innovation and the internal 


market, Portugal’s economy 
minister, Manuel Pinho, said 
SMEs have “enormous impor- 
tance in the Portuguese 
economy.” 


Therefore, it is natural for Lis- 
bon ’s EU chair to “have made 
great investment in this area” 
while leading the 27-state bloc. 

During their Brussels encoun- 
ter EU ministers approved Euro- 
pean Commission proposals to 
give more priority to SMEs, 
which have a key role in growth 
and jobs, and boost incentives to 
these firms across Europe, said 
Portugal’s economy minister. 

The EC’s “modern SME 
policy for growth and employ- 
ment” aims to coordinate all as- 
pects of SME assistance policies 
through action in five areas: Pro- 
moting entrepreneurship and 
skills; improving SMEs’ access 
to markets; cutting red tape; im- 
proving SMEs’ growth poten- 
tial; and strengthening dialogue 
and consultation with SME 
stakeholders 

It was also agreed by EU 
economy ministers that SMEs 
need assistance to access internal 
EU markets and markets out with 
the bloc through certification, 
improved staff qualification, 
electronic government and other 
investment, added Pinho. 

There was also consensus 
among Europe ’ s economy chiefs 
on the need for a “type of Erasmus 
program” for SMEs to encourage 
youngmanagersto gain experience 
in other EU member states, Pinho 
said. EU states must also attempt 
to find “ways of innovatory fi- 
nance for SMEs,” he added. 

Discussions on SMEs were 
part of wider debate on competi- 
tiveness issues during a two-day 
meeting in Europe’ s capital end- 
ing Friday and chaired by Manuel 
Pinho, also Lisbon’s minister for 
innovation, and Portugal ’ s min- 
ister for science, technology and 
higher education, Mariano Gago.

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Portugal will send a high-level government 
and business delegation to Venezuela as 
soon a possible for discussions on 
bolstering cooperation in the areas of food 
production, farming and renewable energy, 
President Hugo Chavez has announced. 


Speaking after abrief visit last 
week to Lisbon, where he met 
Portuguese Prime Minster Jose 
Socrates, Venezuela’ s leader said 
he had asked for Portugal’s as- 
sistance in a variety of sectors, 
particularly the food industry 
and agriculture. 

Chavez said he had also dis- 
cussed renewable energy, “a very 
important question,” with Por- 
tugal’s prime minister. 

“Oil will run out one day. Por- 
tugal has a long track record (in 
renewable energy production) 
and is a good example. It has a 
high percentage of energy con- 
sumption from wind, solar, mari- 
time and alternative sources.” 
“Portugal’ s economy minister 
will visit V enezuela with a group 
of company chiefs as soon as pos- 


sible,” said Chavez, who described 
his meeting with Socrates as “mar- 
vellous and extraordinary.” 

Venezuela’s leader saidhe had 
briefed Socrates on his country ’ s 
booming economy, which has 
expanded by around 12 percent 
annually for the last three years. 

“I recalled that the country 
needs investment by serious 
Portuguese firms to contribute to 
development of railways, motor- 
ways, new cities, housing, new 
farming projects, irrigation sys- 
tems” and scores of other infra- 
structures, he added. 

Chavez was in Lisbon after 
visiting France, Saudi Arabia and 
Iran. He left for Cuba after his 
Portugal trip for talks with Presi- 
dent Fidel Castro before return- 
ing to Caracas. TPN/Lusa 


Lisbon optimistic of 
chances of accord on 
EU patent system 


Portugal ’ s EU presidency has 
expressed optimism at the pos- 
sibility of resolving years-long 
deadlock among member states 
over the creation of a one-stop 
patenting system that would 
slash costs for companies. 

Portugal’s State Secretary for 
Justice Joao Tiago Silveira said 
during a break in a meeting of EU 
ministers responsible for com- 
petitiveness, that Europe’s 27 
member states have agreed to take 
fresh steps towards creating an 
EU-wide patent system “as 
quickly as possible.” 

EU states have attempted for 
many years to set up a system of 
protecting ideas and cease the 
present method where firms 
must validate patents in every 
country they operate in. 

A unified EU system of pro- 
tecting intellectual property 
would bring particular savings in 
legal costs to small to medium- 


sized enterprises, encouraging 
them to innovate and develop 
new product ranges to generate 
growth and employment. 

Silveira, chairing the Brussels 
meeting on the problematic single 
legal framework for patent regis- 
tration, said EU ministers have 
“approved” important conclu- 
sions for companies. A working 
group will start discussions soon 
on the new EU patent, he added. 

Draft EU legislation on a Eu- 
ropean patent system has previ- 
ously been vetoed by member 
states like Spain and Italy who 
oppose any limit on languages 
that would be used in the stream- 
lined system. 

Firms currently have to pay 
for patents to be translated into 
all the languages of states they 
trade in and also have to defend 
patents, at significant cost, in 
various national courts.

Mozambique has paid Portu- 
gal the final US$700 million in- 
stalment for a maj ority stake in 
the Hidroelectrica de Cahora 
Bassa (HCB) power complex in 
Maputo Monday at a gala 
transfer ceremony at the giant 
Zambeze River dam. 

Mozambique paid Portugal 
an initial US $25 0 million last Oc- 
tober, on signing the US$950 
million , 640 million euros, deal 
to up its share of HCB to 85% 
from 1 8% in a move described 
by local media as the country ’ s 
“second independence” from 
Lisbon. 

Lisbon will maintain a minor- 
ity 15% stake in HCB, Portu- 
gal’s largest ever infrastructure 
investment abroad. 


Finance Minister Fernando 
Teixeirados Santos represented 
Portugal in the ceremonies. 

He was j oined in the Zambezi 
valley town of Songo by 
Mozambican President 

Armando Guebuza for the 
handover ceremony that was 
also attended by heads of state 
and government from five other 
southern African states. 

Negotiations for Mozam- 
bique to assume control of HCB 
began at the country’s inde- 
pendence from Portugal in 1 975 
but were repeatedly sidelined 
for various reasons, including 
the country ’ s 1 6-year civil war 
that left HCB paralysed and ac- 
cumulating debt for years.

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Future agriculture 
policy must focus 
on climate change

The EU’s Common Agricultural Policy 
(CAP) must seek answers to problems 
posed by climate change and 
desertification, Portuguese Agriculture 
Minister Jaime Silva said this week. 


Minister Silva, in comments 
on arriving to chair a two-day EU 
agriculture council in Brussels, 
also said the Portuguese EU 
presidency considered it “oppor- 
tune” to “make an analysis of the 
funds spent on agriculture”. 

We will begin the discussions 
in this council”, he said of the 
meeting that was centred on de- 
bating the CAP in the post-20 1 3 
period. 


The European Commission 
presented a series of measures last 
week aimed at a “health check” of 
the current CAP, which expires in 
2013, namely in regards to limit- 
ing subsidies to industrial- scale 
farming and to increasing aid for 
rural development. 

As to reforms of the wine mar- 
ket, Silva said trilateral meetings 
would take place with the com- 
mission and member states.

Jailed for €800 fraud 


Portugal backs proposals to punish 
employers of illegal migrants 


Portugal’s interior minister, 
Rui Pereira, said this week that 
Lisbon supports European Com- 
mission proposals to punish 
employers of illegal immigrants. 

Speaking at a Brussels confer- 
ence jointly organised by the Eu- 
ropeanParliamentandPortuguese 


Parliament to discuss a draft Brus- 
sels directive on sanctions against 
firms using illegal workers, Pereira 
described the plans as “positive”, 
as a “very strong stimulus to ille- 
gal migration is work, often in sub- 
human conditions.” 

The EC proposals to regulate 


abuse of migrants by unscrupu- 
lous employers are essentially 
aimed to harmonise legislation 
across the bloc, noted Pereira, and 
Portugal has already modified 
legislation in this area to crack 
down on this exploitation of im- 
migrants. TPN/Lusa

cheques to make purchases of €800 at a supermarket would have 
expected no more than a suspended prison sentence. 


Swindling the Continente su- 
permarket chain is not a good 
idea, a man is now serving a jail 
term that equates to ayear behind 
bars for every €200 he ‘stole’ 
from the Sonae-owned company. 

While cases of fraud involving 
the taxman or social security serv- 


ices involving thousands of euros 
normally result is suspended 
sentences, a man who conned 
Continente out of €800 has been 
given a four-year prison term. 

The cheques were stolen out 
of a car, before being used be- 
tween F ebruary and March 2003 , 


at a number of Continente super- 
markets in northern Portugal. 

The fact that the fraudster, 
who is also a drug addict, already 
had a record did not help his case, 
and the Supreme Court in Lisbon 
has now ruled against an appeal 
he lodged to stay out of prison.

Only straws in the wind, but 
all in the past eouple of weeks. 
For the majority of Amerieans 
who do not travel abroad, the 
only visible effeet so far of the 
dollar’s steep fall has been 
higher fuel priees at the pump. 
The Chinese imports that fill 
the big-box stores still eost the 
same, because the Chinese yuan 
is still pegged to the American 
dollar. But that may be about to 
change, along with many other 
things. 

At the beginning of 2003, one 
euro bought one US dollar. 
Eighteen months ago, it bought 
$ 1 .20. Now it is pushing $1.50, 
and there is no reason to think 
that it will stop there. Three of 
the world’s biggest oil export- 
ers, Iran, Venezuela and Rus- 
sia, are demanding payment in 
euros rather than US dollars. 
Last week a Chinese central 
bank vice-director, Xu Jian, 
gave voice to the suspicion of 
many others, saying that the U S 
dollar was “losing its status as 
the world currency.” 

If that happens, then America 
loses a great deal. Other coun- 
tries have to maintain large re- 
serves of foreign currencies — 
most of which they keep in US 
dollars — to cover their foreign 
debts, but the United States can 
pay its huge foreign debts in its 
own money. If necessary, it can 
just print more dollars. Having 
their own money as the world’ s 
reserve currency confers advan- 
tages that Americans would 
miss if they lost them. 

The main reason for the col- 
lapse of the US dollar is Presi- 
dent George W. Bush’ s attempt 
to fight expensive foreign wars 
while cutting taxes at home. 
This involved deficit financing 
on a very large scale, and inevi- 
tably the value of the dollar be- 
gan to fall — slowly at first, but 
with increasing speed as it be- 
came clear that the White 
House did not care. “Ronald 
Reagan proved that deficits 
don’t matter,” as Vice-Presi- 
dent Dick Cheney told then- 
Treasury Secretary Paul 
O’Neill. 

But they do matter to foreign- 
ers. As the US dollar fell in 
value, the price of oil (which is 
usually calculated in dollars) 
rose to compensate for it, but 
there was no comparable ad- 
justment for foreign central 
banks that had huge amounts of 
US dollars in their reserves. 
China, which was sitting on 
about a trillion US dollars, sim- 
ply lost several hundred billion 
as the currency’s value fell. So 
various central banks started 
wondering if they should diver- 
sify their reserves, and some 
acted on it. 

The downward pressure on 
the dollar will continue, be- 
cause the United States is cur- 
rently borrowing six percent of 
its Gross Domestic Product 
from foreigners each year to 
cover its trade deficit. Foreign 
banks were happy to go on lend- 
ing so long as they had faith in 
the integrity of US financial 


institutions, but that has been 
hit hard by the sub-prime mort- 
gage crisis. Besides, other mar- 
kets, notably China and India, 
now offer a better return — and 
Congress’s resistance to for- 
eign takeover bids, combined 
with tighter visa restrictions, 
make the US a less welcoming 
place for foreign investors. 

Above all, there are now al- 
ternatives to the US dollar. The 
last time it faced a comparable 
crisis was in 1 97 1 , when a dif- 
ferent Republican president 
was trying to run another un- 
popular war without raising 
taxes. RichardNixon devalued 
the US dollar and demolished 
the Bretton Woods system that 
had fixed all other currencies in 
relation to the dollar, inaugurat- 
ing the current era of floating 
exchange rates. 

There was no other candidate 
then for the role of global re- 
serve currency, so the dollar 
stayed at the centre of the sys- 
tem despite all the turbulence. 
This time, by contrast, there is 
the euro, the currency of an eco- 
nomic zone just as big as the 
United States, with the Chinese 
currency as a possible long- 
termrival. Butnothing is likely 
to happen very fast. 

The last time the world went 
through a change like this, it 
took over forty years to com- 
plete. Before the First World 
War the British pound reigned 
supreme, accounting for 64 per- 
cent of the world’s currency 
reserves and 60 percent of all 
international trade. Britain 
then impoverished itself in two 
world wars, but the US dollar 
did not fully replace the pound 
until the 1950s. 

Today the U S dollar accounts 
for 70 percent of both interna- 
tional trade and currency re- 
serves, but it is probably start- 
ing down the same road. Many 
countries are replacing part of 
their dollar reserves with a bas- 
ket of other currencies, and 
those who have pegged their 
currency to the dollar are start- 
ing to cut loose from it: Kuwait 
has already done so, and the 
United Arab Emirates is ac- 
tively considering it. If China 
unpegs, things will move a lot 
faster, but in any case the long 
farewell of the US dollar has 
begun.

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‘Plus one’ option for Lisbon airport 

B it has emerged that a new airport dedicated soieiy to ‘iow-cost’ airiines may take shape in Montijo, 

functioning aiongside to the existing Porteia airport, together substituting and providing a cost-efficient 
aiternative to the controversiai new structure pianned for Ota or Aicochete. 


If approved, ‘Portela+ 1 ’ is ex- 
pected to be ready and running by 
2010. It will allow healthy sav- 
ings to be made in comparison to 
the construction of a new air- 
port, and will free the existing 
Porteia airport of a significant 


bulk of its passenger and aircraft 
traffic. 

This will also allow a healthy 
financial inj ection to be adminis- 
tered into Porteia for necessary 
improvements and a much 
needed expansion proj ect. 


Dubbed ‘Portela+Montijo’, 
this latest solution to take the 
pressure off a bulging Porteia, 
which is currently at bursting 
point, intends to make good use 
of Montij o ’ s army air base and is 
calculated as being more than two 


billion euros cheaper then con- 
structing Ota. 

The controversial Ota airport 
was to substitute Porteia in its en- 
tirety, planned to take over from 
2017 and had a calculated cost of 
more than three billion euros. 

Plagued from the beginning and 
greatly contested, earlier this year 
Alcohete was put forward as an 
alternative location to Ota, and 
was seemingly better accepted. 

Now the ‘plus-one low-cost’ 
option seems to have gained fa- 
vour and preference in compari- 
son to both. 

Aicochete was also suggested 
as apossible location for the ‘plus 
one’ airport, though lost out to 
Montij o for a number of reasons, 
including marginally faster traf- 
fic transferring, better road and 
public transport connections, 
and less C02 emissions. 

Experts also predicted that 
even if a brand new airport were 
constructed, the crossover from 
Porteia to either Ota or Aicochete 
would probably require a third, 
temporary airport to aid the tran- 
sition. 

Financed by the Commercial 
Association of Oporto (ACP), 
a study into the ‘plus-one’ 
option has shown that 
‘Portel+Montijo’ is a quicker, 
more sustainable solution to both 
Ota and Aicochete, and has been 
described as being a means of 
‘ avoiding a big mistake ’ . 


Taxi-driver murdered by wife 


Last Friday night, at around 
23h00, a taxi driver was mur- 
dered after being shot three times 
at point blankrange, once in the 
head and twice in the chest. Ini- 
tial stages of the investigation 
were kept under wrap s, causing 
rumours of organised crime and 
revenge to surge amongst col- 
leagues. It later emerged the 
man was in fact murdered by his 
own wife. 

Secrecy shrouding initial 
stages of the investigation 
caused a wave of curiosity and 
speculation amongst fellow taxi 
drivers, who from the start sug- 
gested his death took place in 
suspicious circumstances. 

Fifty-two-year-old Antonio 
Jose Brito was fatally shot in- 
side his taxi near Lisbon’ s Park 
of Nations, in one of the city’s 
busiest areas. His body was 
found inside the vehicle and 
police sources immediately 
confirmed nothing was stolen; 


leading colleagues to believe the 
murder was the result of an or- 
ganised crime, retaliation, or a 
settlement. Police have con- 
firmed he was shot with a 7.65 
mm calibre gun, near the Eng.° 
Duarte Pacheco Institute stu- 
dents residences. 

On the night of his murder it 
is believed he received a phone 
call asking him to make his way 
to Avenue Dom Joao II, at a cer- 
tain time. 

Days later, newspapers 
claimed that the man’ s 28-year- 
old wife had confessed to the 
crime and is currently being held 
in police custody. It is thought 
that money-related problems and 
the fact the couple were in the 
midst of a complicated divorce 
could have motivated the shoot- 
ing. However it remains to be de- 
termined whether the woman 
pulled the trigger herself or 
whether a third party was in- 
volved. Rumours have indicated 


the possibility of a hit man be- 
ing involved, hired by the wife 
to carry out the murder, though 
any further information re- 
mains to be released. Other de- 
tails include alleged eyewit- 
ness reports of two people 
hurriedly climbing inside a 
white Renault Clio after hear- 
ing three shots. 

Antonio Jose Brito normally 
worked the night shift at Lisbon 
airport’s departures. He owned 
his own vehicle, did not belong 
to ataxi association or coopera- 
tive, and during his career had 
served a one-month jail sen- 
tence for the wrongful charging 
of passengers. 

Colleagues further confirmed 
he had been a taxi-driver for ten 
years and had an eight-year- 
old son. 

T axi watchdog organisation 
ANTRALI confirmed this was 
the second murder of a taxi 
driver this year.

Mega operation motivated 
by public complaints 

Four days and 247 teams of inspectors were what it took 
to carry out fiscai investigations around the capitai into 
600 of the many compiaints that heaith and safety 
authorities ASAE receive on a daiiy basis. 


Over the four days authori- 
ties earried out inspeetions in 
establishments ineluding bars, 
restaurants and diseos, as well 
as toyshops, bakeries, and 
brothels, from around eentral 
Lisbon and V ale do Tej o. 

As a result 3 1 9 irregularities 
were found, leading to the elo- 
sure of 47 establishments along 
with seven lawsuits and one 
arrest. 

Thirty-four establishments 
were elosed due to laek of hy- 
giene and sanitary conditions, 
another 1 3 being ordered to shut 
their doors for not having the 
neeessarylieenees. 

Not having the eompulsory 
eomplaints book, illegal gam- 
bling maehines, ineorreet stor- 
age and displaying of produets, 
forged items and unlawful prie- 
ing were other irregularities 


that led to the issuing of fines or 
instigation of legal aetion. 

Aeeording to Manuel Lage of 
ASAE, aetion was taken after 
ASAE made a eompilation of 
600 of the thousands of publie 
eomplaints that the authority 
reeeives. 

Dozens of eomplaints are 
submitted on a daily basis, 
through establishments’ eom- 
plaints books or direetly to 
ASAE by telephone, mail, orvia 
the website. 

“More urgent eomplaints are 
immediately investigated, and 
the others are saved for en- 
masse operations sueh as this 
one, where we mobilise large 
units of investigators and poliee 
offieers”, he explained, adding 
that more interventions are 
planned for various other parts 
of the eountry.

Margaret passed away at the Birmingham Royai 
Orthopaedic Hospitai on Sunday, 18'^ November, 
foiiowing a brave battie against a rare form of bone 
cancer.

Silves City Hall pledges to take high-tension line to the courts 


Silves City Hall mayor 
Isabel Soares has threat- 
ened to resort to legal action 
in an attempt to stop the 
high tension line being con- 
structed by national energy 
company REN between 
Tunes and Portimao. 

Since summer this year 
the residents of Vale 
Fuzeiros, Silves, have cam- 
paigned desperately to stop 
the line going up, despite 
construction on the mam- 
moth pylons already having 
started. 

Their efforts, directed at 
the government and other 
top ranking officials. 


gained some advances and 
mild support, yet little has 
come of the promises of inter- 
vention. 

Now Silves’ Mayor Soares 
has promised to appeal to a 
court of law for an injunc- 
tion, should REN not halt 
works on their high-tension 
line. 

This stance was made pub- 
lic following yet another 
failed attempt at sitting all 
the responsible parties at 
one table to solve the issue, 
during a National Associa- 
tion for Portuguese Munici- 
palities (ANMP), which took 
place recently in Lisbon. 


“We thought that this 
meeting in Lisbon would 
unite all of the involved par- 
ties, but unfortunately it 
didn’t and little was re- 
solved”, she said. 

Deemed “inconclusive” by 
the Mayor, who lamented 
that, “once again, the entities 
responsible for the licensing 
of this project failed to turn 
up”, this latest meeting re- 
sulted in the Mayor saying, “I 
hope REN changes its atti- 
tude and that we can reach a 
solution, otherwise we will 
take the matter to court”. 

Present at the meeting, be- 
sides Silves’ Mayor, were 


representatives of REN as 
well as ofthe National Board 
for Energy and Geology, the 
Portuguese Association for 
the Environment and Re- 
gional Committee for Coor- 
dination and Development of 
the Algarve (CCDR), the In- 
stitute of Water (INAG) and 
the Institute for Nature Con- 
servation (ICN). 

Described as an “unac- 
ceptable game of ‘tag’ be- 
tween REN and the State 
Secretary for the Environ- 
ment”, Mayor Soares has 
also promised to send a re- 
port of the whole meeting to 
the State Secretary for the 


Environment, who was ab- 
sent, and request action. 

Whilst REN defends it 
will only change the path of 
its high-tension route upon 
orders from the State Sec- 
retary for the Environment, 
this authority, in turn, 
claims REN must first ask 
for its intervention. 

“I hope we can find a so- 
lution”, the Mayor said, 
“otherwise we will advance 
with taking the matter to 
the courts”. 

At the same time. Vale 
Fuzeiros residents are al- 
ready planning more pro- 
tests for the near future. 


It was hoped that by closing 
the bridge police would be able to 
intercept the car thieves, who are 
believed to belong to a Spanish 
and Moroccan network of car- 
smugglers. 

Last Friday a similar incident 
was reported when another top- 
end vehicle, which had been re- 
ported as stolen from Albufeira, 
was spotted in Ayamonte. 

Over the past few years, the 
cag acking ofliigh-class cars from 
Portugal, and particularly the Al- 
garve, to smuggle into Spain and 
Morocco has become increas- 
ingly common-practice. 

After being stolen, the cars are 
generally taken by ferry from 
Algeciras onto the African con- 
tinentusing fake documents pro- 
duced in Andalusia. 

Angola is thought to be the 
most probable destination for the 
cars.

Safer pedestrian crossings

Wild camping 

SIR, so now the wild campers 
are criminals, referring to Mr John 
Coston (24th Nov.). I would like 
to know what law I am breaking 
if parking at Alvor beach. As long 
as there is no sign or no repre- 
sentative for the law who tells me 
not to, I feel free to park at ordi- 
nary spots. There is a “Mr 
Coston” or “Ms Johnson” in 
every tourist resort all over Eu- 
rope, and so is the case even 
where I come from. In my home- 
town, also a popular resort de- 
pending of tourism, the local law 


forbids you to sleep in your car 
(of any kind - small or big) in the 
town-area and you are not al- 
lowed to park for any other rea- 
son than park. One influential 
politician back home has his own 
opinion about tourists: “They’re 
like seagulls, yells and make dirt.” 
On the other side there is a law of 
common in Sweden that allows 
you to park for one night in the 
countryside without asking any- 
body. 

If Mr Colton and Ms Johnson 
could decide, perhaps the borders 
to Portugal should be closed for 
caravaners if they are not booked 
up on a campsite. It would be like 
the conditions in former DDR 
before the wall was fallen. If you 
were not invited of a certain per- 
son or had a reservation to a camp- 
site or hotel, you wouldn’t be al- 
lowed to stay in the country. 

About campsites, we are not 
dependant of any facilities what- 
ever they can afford. Everything 
is brought in the van. A good serv- 
ice to us would be parking spots 
supplied with automatic ma- 
chines with opportunities to fill 
up with fresh water, empty tanks 
etc., like I suggested in my letter 
of the 17th Nov. I don’t think 
neither the Portuguese people 
have had an opportunity to give 
expressions to such question, nor 
the residents. 

Mr Costons thoughts about 
criminality and responsibilities 
and all those unfair accusations 
about polluting, global warming 
and destroying habitats are very 
confusing and evil boding. Some- 
thing tells me, don’t go to Al- 
garve, Portugal, next time, there 
are other countries.

Region to the Algarve 


British Community Council look to the future 


Although the BCC has been operational for over 60 years, its role in 
the community is being constantly reviewed. 


On Wednesday, November 21 st, David Grindley of the Algarve Wine 
Society brought his recent experiences up in the Dao wine 
producing region to the Algarve by presenting 9 different Dao wines 
at a special tasting. The venue was Barringtons in Vale do Lobo and 
68 members and their guests attended. 


At the AGM, held in the Lis- 
bon Casuals’ Clubhouse, repre- 
sentatives of many of the 30 
member organisations reviewed 
the year’ s achievements and dis- 
cussed the future direction of the 
council. 

Many readers will not be 
aware of the mission of the BCC. 
The website, bcclisbon.org gives 
a very clear picture of the coun- 
cil in the Introduction and Stat- 
ues pages. In summary, the Coun- 
cil brings together over 3 0 organi- 
sations that include a significant 
number of British persons, or that 
serves their interest. It aims to 
provide a fomm whereby the or- 
ganisations can meet and discuss 
matters of common concern and 
often cooperate on projects of 
mutual interest. 

A diary on the website, with 
an e-mail update service for 
members helps avoid the major- 
ity of clashes of important events 
being held on the same day. 

Greg Leadbeater, re-elected to 
the chair in this meeting, led a 
discussion about where members 
saw the Council acting in the fu- 


ture. The general consensus was 
that many of the member organi- 
sations were now very interna- 
tional in nature and the BCC 
should evolve to help members 
of the wider international com- 
munities. The good work being 
achieved with the website should 
be expanded and its content made 
known to a wider audience. It was 
agreed that the Chairman, Hilary 
Heger and Rob Levitt, re-elected 
as Secretary and Treasurer respec- 
tively, alongside David Smith, the 
newly elected Vice-Chairman, 
would reflect on these matters and 
report back to the next Council 
meeting in the New Year. 

The major event organised by 
the council every year is the ever 
popular Fun and Games day. Mr 
Leadbeater reported that this year 
24 teams had competed, all en- 
joying a great day and with over 
€4000 being raised for the local 
Cheshire Home. It is planned to 
continue with the same winning 
formula next year. 

After presenting a series of 
projects of a new logo for the 
council, Mr Leadbeater con- 


cluded by thanking all those or- 
ganisations and individuals 
whose help had proved invalu- 
able during the year, particularly 
fellow members of the commit- 
tee, St. Julian’s School, the 
Cheshire Home and Lisbon 
Casuals. 

On a final note, although Mrs 
Heger will continue in her func- 
tion as secretary for the time be- 
ing, living far from Lisbon makes 
the efficient carrying out of 
her duties difficult and hence a 
new secretary is required. As 
only 5 BCC meetings a year are 
held, duties are not too onerous

The chairman would also be 
happy to answer any queries or 
to hear from any other national 
community group that would be 
interested in examining future 
areas of cooperation. 


The Dao is an area that is of- 
ten not very well known or ap- 
preciated in the Algarve, but its 
wines are quite unique in Por- 
tugal and well worth discover- 
ing. Three white wines led off 
the tasting, including two ex- 
quisite single varietals: a 

malvasia fma from Quinta das 
Maias and an encruzado from 
Quinta das Carvalhais. Then 
David moved on to the reds, 
presenting 6 different wines 
that well illustrated the differ- 
ent kinds of grapes used in that 
region - most notably touriga 
nacional, tinta roriz and jaen. 
The stars of the tasting were 
probably the Grao Vasco 
garrafeira 1999 and the Quinta 
dos Carvalhais colheita 2002, 
but every one of the nine wines 
had its particular admirers. 


The tasting was followed by a 
lovely dinner prepared by 
Barringtons chef Ben. For start- 
ers there was a vol au vent. The 
main course featured lamb in an 
excellent sauce, with several side 
dishes. Cheese and fresh fruit 
rounded off the meal. And, of 
course, there was a plentiful sup- 
ply of wine -Casa de Santar2006 
white (a perfect blend of 
encruzado, cerceal branco and 
bical) and Casa de Santar 2004 
reserva red (aged in French oak 
and tasting of berries and spices). 
A robust raffle, offering ten dif- 
ferent prizes of wine (including 
two cases of 6 bottles), was very 
well supported. 

All present agreed that it had 
been a memorable, and most edu- 
cational, evening, made the more 
so by the attentive service offered 


by Bob and Jane Oliphant and 
their staff at Barringtons. 

The Algarve Wine Society’ s 
final event of 2007 will be its 
traditional Christmas lunch, 
this year on Wednesday, De- 
cember 12 at the Orangerie at 
Vila Monte. Next year’s pro- 
gram will kick off with a tast- 
ing in late January, followed by 
the AGM and gala black tie din- 
ner on Saturday, March 1 .

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Beating the bullies, 
inside and out 



Concern about bullying usually centres around schools, but this 
year’s Anti-Bullying Week (19-23 November) focuses on the growing 
problem of bullying in the community. We speak to the Anti-Bullying 
Alliance about keeping children safe from bullies, wherever they are. 


Bullying is traditionally asso- 
ciated with the elassroom or the 
playground - and yet a huge 
amount of it goes on beyond the 
sehool gates. 

Research shows that such bul- 
lying can differ from what might 
go on at school and typically in- 
cludes extortion, intimidation, 
name-ealling, eyber-bullying and 
barging-in (where a group of usu- 
ally older ehildren foreefiilly in- 
volve themselves in another 
group’s aetivities, sueh as sport, 
intent on disruption or eontrol). 

This type of eommunity bul- 
lying, whieh generally oeeurs at 
a few key sites like parks, shop- 
ping eentres and streets, is of 
sueh signifieance that the Anti- 
Bullying Allianee (ABA) has 
used it as the theme for this 
year’ s Anti-Bullying Week ( 1 9- 
23 November). They quizzed 
1 ,078 7- 1 8-year-olds in England 
and found 35% of them admit- 
ted being bullied outside school 
- 4 in 10 saying they found it 
more frightening as there were 
no adults around to help in those 
situations. Interestingly, 55% 
thought that half or more of the 
bullying earried out in sehool, 
starts outside. 

Sue Steel, the ABA’ s national 
eo-ordinator, says: “Sometimes 
bullying spills into and out of 


schools, and while many ehildren 
and young people feel able to turn 
to an adult for help, many still 
don’t. We need to give them the 
support they need to ehange 
that.” 

Researeh has found that girls 
experienee less bullying outside 
sehool than boys, although this 
may be beeause bullying against 
girls is more disereet. The forms 
of eommunity bullying experi- 
eneed by boys, sueh as name 
ealling, barging-in and extor- 
tion, tend to be more physieal 
and obvious. 

“Girls do it more quietly, 
without the bravado of boys,” 
says Steel. 

“It ean be the type of bullying 
where girls will say to another 
“We’re not going to be friends 
with you” - a type of ignoring 
bullying.” 

Bullying motivated by preju- 
diee, sueh as that related to raee, 
homophobia and disability, is 
just as likely to happen outside 
sehool, and eonfliet ean also oe- 
eur between two or more groups 
in the same area, with rivalries 
leading to intra-group bullying 
and violenee. 

Another key eonsideration is 
the rise of eyberbullying, whieh 
takes the form of malieious text 
messages or e-mails, or ean in- 


volve setting up an abusive 
website or posting nasty mes- 
sages or humiliating video elips 
on soeial networking sites. 

Researeh has suggested that 
22% of young people have ex- 
perieneed eyberbullying at least 
onee, and Steel says: “The par- 
ticularly upsetting thing about 
eyberbullying is that young peo- 
ple ean’t eseape from it.” 

She stresses that the most 
important thing parents ean do 
if they fear their child is being 
bullied anywhere is talk to them. 

“Children and young people 
need to feel they ean tell some- 
body if this is happening. Par- 
ents need to ask them how they 
feel about it, and what they want 
them to do. 

“Children are often coneemed 
that if they tell adults, they’ll do 
the wrong thing. They have to 
be confident that their views 
about what’s happening will be 
heard and respected.” 

She adds: “With Anti-Bullying 
Week we are aiming to give ehil- 
dren and young people, teaehers 
and parents the message that to- 
gether we ean stop it.”

Ask the expert: 

Q: “My two-year-old son is very aggressive. How do I curb 
this aggression - and if I don’t, is he more likely to be a 
violent adult?” 



A: Professor Richard 

Tremblay of the University of 
Montreal, a leading expert on 
the development of violent be- 
haviour from early ehildhood to 
adulthood, says: “Many mothers 
who see their infants start hit- 
ting, kieking, pushing and bit- 
ing others think there’s some- 
thing wrong with their ehild. 
Children who never use physi- 
eal aggression before two years 
of age are very rare. Humans use 
physieal aggression most often 
between two and four years of 
age but the frequeney deereases 
eontinuously from three to four 
years of age to adulthood. 

“This is true for the vast ma- 
jority of ehildren. However, 
there is a small group, between 
10 and 15%, who eontinue to 


frequently use physieal aggres- 
sion until puberty, and a smaller 
group (3-6%) who go on to be 
frequently violent during ado- 
leseenee. Individuals from the 
latter group are often arrested 
beeause, having physieally 
grown-up, their aggressions be- 
eome life-threatening. 

“Pre-sehool ehildren learn to 
use alternatives to physieal ag- 
gression for many reasons: par- 
ents make it elear that they won ’ t 
tolerate this behaviour without 
themselves beeoming aggressive 
towards the ehild; parents teaeh 
ehildren more soeially appropri- 
ate ways to solve problems and 
express frustration; ehildren 
learn from other ehildren that 
they will be rejeeted or ehal- 
lenged baek if they use aggres- 


sion; they also learn from other 
ehildren more soeially appropri- 
ate ways of solving problems. 

“Children learn not to physi- 
eally hurt others by playing with 
parents, siblings and peers they 
love and the ability to solve 
problems with words rather 
than fists starts during infaney. 


“If your ehild is elear ly mueh 
more physieally aggressive than 
most ehildren of his age and you 
feel he isn’t learning from you, 
you should eonsult a speeialist. 

“Learning alternatives to 
physieal aggression is like learn- 
ing a language - you master it 
mueh better if you start early.”

People who are missing teeth 
from either extensive decay or 
from gum disease can now ben- 
efit from implant treatment rather 
than replacing these teeth with 
removable prostheses (den- 
tures). Implants are small tita- 
nium cylinders which are placed 
in the bone and gums to substi- 
tute the root, part of the absent 
tooth or teeth. 

After healing, a crown is then 
positioned in a similar fashion to 
a crown on a natural tooth root. In 
this way a fully functional tooth 
for normal chewing, smiling and 
speaking is restored giving the 
maximum in comfort.

Warm yourself up in winter 



You may have to look a little 
harder to find the true beauty of 
plants, whose attraetion is more 
subtle - but it will be worth it. 

You don’t have to plant a 
whole bed of winter interest 
plants, as it may look a little dull 
during the hotter months, but a 
few strategieally plaeed orna- 
mental grasses ean go a long way, 
partieularly if you plant them at 
the front of borders or in plaees 
where they are easily aeeessible 
or grouped so that you ean see 
them out of your window. 

Bold, striking foliage ean be 
provided by phormiums, eon- 
trasting wonderfully with 
bergenias, eommonly known as 
elephants’ ears. 

Conifers, too, have their plaee 
in the winter garden, providing 
height and strueture to the seene. 
Many are of a moderate size that 
will eope well with elipping 
when they reaeh the height you 
require.

From field to fork 


Swede 

I know many of you will as- 
soeiate swede with soft, soggy 
and tasteless, but that’ s maybe 
beeause you’ve not had it in 
the right dish. Swede is a great 
winter warmer mashed with 
earrot, butter and erushed gar- 
lie, or roasted as you would 
parsnips or mashed with 
erispybaeon on top. 

They are really easy to grow 
on a fairly open plot away from 
fenees or walls, whieh ean re- 
striet the flow of air. Sprinkle 
seeds in early spring thin them 
a few weeks later and then lift 
the large roots as required from 
autumn to early spring. 

They are closely related to 


turnips and need firm, non-acid, 
free draining soil to do well. 
Choose a sunny spot and dig in 
autumn, liming the soil if neces- 
sary. Then in spring, apply a 
general purpose fertiliser to the 
surface and prepare the seedbed 
about a week later. 

Once they have been thinned, 
keep the soil weed free and wa- 
ter it in dry weather to prevent 
you ending up with small, 
woody roots. 

Good varieties include Lizzy, 
which is particularly sweet, 
Melfort, a green topped variety 
and Best Of All, a purple- 
skinned, yellow-fleshed type 
which is reliable. 




Best of the bunch 

Boston Ivy (Parthenocissus tricuspidata) 

This very vigorous, deciduous self-clinger has bright green 
leaves which turn brilliant red and deep purple in autumn, and is 
perfect for covering a large north or east-facing wall, it grows to 
20m high and 20m wide, so will need pruning to keep it in check. 
Boston ivy can be grown in any fertile, well-drained soil in sun or 
shade. 

Young plants need to be guided with support until they cling 
for themselves. Established plants are an important wildlife habitat 
for insects and small birds. They should be pruned in late winter 
if necessary.

What’s in store 

F inally we have seen some heavy rain that will give a boost to 
our autumn gardens. However much we water during the heat 
of the summer, nothing is as good as real rain. The latter not 
only gives water but also cleans the dust off the plants and the 
whole atmosphere has a different feel as it is charged with hu- 
midity. It is a good time therefore to look for additional plants 
for our gardens. Two of our ‘must have ’ climbing plants are not 
common but do ask when you visit a garden centre as they may 
have one tucked away! 

Pyrostegia venusta commonly called Golden Shower is flow- 
ering at the present time and is, in our opinion one of the most 
beautiful of all climbers. Its slender flowering stems with gor- 
geous golden clusters of flowers are covering some homes or 
cascading down from pergolas. Under ideal conditions it is a 
very vigorous plant and can attain a length of up to 1 Om, but 
does need some support. It needs a moist good quality soil mix- 
ture in full sun. Water during the hottest months and give a bal- 
anced liquid fertiliser during the active growing season. A na- 
tive of South America it definitely needs to be kept frost free, 
therefore if very cold weather is predicted do give adequate pro- 
tection or you will lose the flowers. 

Belonging to the same grouping of plants is another of our 
favourites Bignonia unguis-cati now known as Macfadyena 
unguis-cati that has glorious bright yellow trumpet flowers in 
early spring. This climber also reaches a height of up to 1 Ombut 
in this case does not need support. Its Latin name refers to the 
three clawed, pointed tendrils that cling to a wall or trellis, look- 
ing like a sharp cats’ claw. We found it took time to establish, 
but when growing well is worth the trouble as the flowers, that 
can be up to 1 0cm across, are borne in profusion. These are fol- 
lowed by long fine bean-shaped seed pods that can attain up to 
35cm in length. Grow in full sun in a fertile, well drained soil 
mixture and give water on a regular basis during the growing 
season with a monthly application of liquid fertiliser. Native to 
the West Indies and South America it needs shelter from strong, 
cold winds and protection from frost, although ours has with- 
stood several degrees below zero with no apparent harm.

2. Ground cover works best in swathes and carpets of simi- 
lar plants, so use three, five, seven or more young plants of one 
type. 

3. For all-year-round interest, choose plants, which flower 
at different times of the year.

Fat Rascals, 
Petworth Pudding or the deli- 
cious sounding Daniel’s Coffee 
and Drambuie Meringues. The 
result is a tea menu that’s fit for 
your own ‘stately home’.

The Portugal 


Suddenly it is nearly Christmas 
and I haven’t even thought about 
it. However a lot of you have as 
you are emailing and ringing me 
for ideas and with your ideas. So 
here goes, a few ideas for pets 
and the owners of pets. 

Obviously we have to start 
with the food element for the 
pets. It is the one time of the 
year that I allow my motley 
crew doggy chocolate drops 
and yogurt drops both of which 
are safe and the doggies love. 
We have all heard about the dan- 
gers of chocolate and dogs. Co- 
coa and chocolate products may 
be toxic or lethal to dogs and other 
domestic animals such as horses 
because these animals metabo- 
lise theobromine more slowly than 
humans. The heart, cen- 
tral nervous system, and 
kidneys are affected. 

Early signs of theobro- 
mine poisoning in dogs 
include nausea and vom- 
iting, restlessness, diar- 
rhoea, muscle tremors, 
and increased urination 
or incontinence. The 
treatment at this stage is 
to induce vomiting. If you think 
that your dog has ingested a high 
level of chocolate and is showing 
signs of poisoning then contact 
your vet. This does not mean that 
your dog has to miss out on choco- 
late treats. Just make sure that 
the chocolate is specially formu- 
lated This chocolate still contains 
the cocoa, and therefore the theo- 
bromine, but the amount has been 
much reduced and replaced with 
high quality flavourings. So make 
sure when you purchase your 
dogs Christmas present that the 
product states that it is specially 
formulated for dogs and do 
not feed more than is 
stated on the packet. 

And make sure that you 
keep your chocolate to 
yourself - 1 know that it 
doesn’t help your waist- 
line but it will protect your 
dog! 

Now to other ideas. I have 


been testing a new belt for taking 
out on walks and I have found it 
very useful, the water bowl 
works well as all three of mine 
can confirm. There is plenty of 


space for the phone, money and 
some poo bags — so good for 
doggy friends. We also have a 
small bottle to slip in your bag or 
clip on your belt that opens out to 
provide a water bowl. It is a good 
size, efficient and does not leak.

Strangers on the Shore - Angela Esteves 


Riehard Cohen Reclaimed 
musieian, entertainer and show- 
man has erafted his eareer from 
an early age with determination 
built on talent. Managing his 
own business affairs and accus- 
tomed to headlining wherever he 
performs he has worked with all 
the great artists of his time. His 
suecess at building his eareer 
through relentless energy and 
sheer hard work has left no time 
for emotional fulfillment. 

In fact, he has never opened 
his true feelings to any woman 
nor has any female been special 
enough to lure him into mar- 
riage. His only eommitment is 
to his profession and musie and 
live shows are the only priori- 
ties in his life. 

When Cohen deeides to ex- 
pand his professional horizons 
he flies to the Cannes F ilm Fes- 
tival to headline a show.

allow her to further her own ca- 
reer. Cohen soon tries to eon- 
vince her that her plaee is by his 
side as he initiates a new tour of 
major Canadian and American 
cities. During this time, travelling 
from one city to another, Anne 
gradually feels disil- 
lusioned with her 
marriage and begins 
to lose confidenee in 
her own talent. 

Meanwhile she 
struggles against her 
feelings of j ealousy as 
her husband’s stage 
appearances ma- 
nipulate his female 
audienee to fever 
piteh. 

When Anne 
abruptly leaves him 
to further her eareer, 
marriage to a woman 
twenty years his jun- 
ior proves turbulent 
for Cohen. Left to fin- 
ish his tour alone, not 
even his adoring fe- 
male fans and former 
girlfriends are able to 


replaee the happiness he has 
found with Anne.

Dust to Dust 


“Then the Lord God formed 
the man from the dust of the 
ground. He breathed the breath 
of life into the man ’s nostrils, 
and the man became a living 
person Genesis 2:7 

In the Genesis account of 
creation we learn that man was 
created from the dust of the 
earth. While God spoke the 
stars, moon, sun, and most all 
of the world into existence. He 
chose to create man from dust. 

Dust has no value. It is some- 
thing to be dreaded and gotten 
rid of Living in Portugal has 
given me a whole new under- 
standing of dust. In America 
most homes have wall to wall 
carpet covering the floors. It is 
difficult to see how much dust 
and dirt we carry on our shoes 
into our homes because it sim- 
ply disappears into the car- 
pets. Ceramic tile and cork 
floors in my Portuguese home 
are a lot more work to keep 
clean. It is not that there is more 
dirt coming into my home, it is 
simply that it is more easily 
seen. It seems at times that I can 
never sweep it all up and com- 
pletely rid my home of it. 

An elderly j anitor whom eve- 
ryone called “Grandpa Loops,” 
at our home church used to j oke 
about the dust bunnies he 
would find behind doors and 
under desks as he cleaned. 
“Someone is either coming or 
going, ” he would say as he 


swept up the dust. Jokingly he 
was referring to the Biblical 
truth that we find in Genesis 
3:19. God told Adam, “...For 
you were made from dust, and 
to dust you will return. ” It is 
true that no matter how we pre- 
serve and embalm a body after 
death, it is eventually reduced 
to the indistinguishable earth el- 
ements from which man was 
created. Though man’s soul is 
eternal, eventually there is 
nothing left of the physical 
body we leave behind at death. 

Dust is worthless and annoy- 
ing. It has no power. At times 
I become discouraged about my 
shortcomings and human fail- 
ings. I wonder how God could 
love me when I fail Him so of- 
ten. God encouraged me yester- 
day through a message from 
Psalm 103. The Psalmist re- 
minds me that God understands 
me because He made me. He 
knows what I am made of “The 
Lord is like a father to his chil- 
dren, tender and compassion- 
ate to those who fear him. For 
he knows how weak we are; he 
remembers we are only dust. ” 
Psalm 103:13-14

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NEWS IN BRIEF 

Child abuse triples in five years 

According to data from the PJ Judiciary Police, over the past five 
years sexual erimes against children and young teens in Portugal have 
tripled. In 2006 PJ poliee doeumented some 1 ,300 cases of sex crimes 
against children, as opposed to the 400 eases registered in 200 1 . Of 
the 1,3 00 cases 81 per cent were carried out by family members, and 
28 per cent by neighbours, largely in the child’ s home, at school or on 
public transport. Ninety six per cent of the time the aggressor was 
masculine, and 75 per eent of the victims were feminine. 

Uninsured responsible for 49 fatalities 

Almost 50 people were killed the first six months of the year and 
a further 456 injured after being involved in accidents with uninsured 
vehicles. Aceidents causedby uninsured vehicles eost€27.6 million, 
which was covered by the Automobile Guarantee Fund (FGA). 

Drugs kill 200 a year 

Latest figures released by the European Observatory for Drugs 
and Addietion have shown that between 1 999 and 2005, more than 
130,000 Europeans died of drug overdoses. In Portugal, 2 1 9 people 
died last year as a direct result of an overdose, with only Britain, 
Germany, Italy, Greece and Denmark reporting higher figures. 

FC Porto stay clear 

FC Porto have maintained their four-point cushion at the top of 
the table over Benfica, who in turn extended their lead over third- 
placed Lisbon rivals Sporting to six points after the latter could only 
muster a 1 - 1 draw at Leixoes. 

VW to invest €541 m 

Volkswagen are to invest €54 1 million at the AutoEuropa plant south 
of Lisbon. The investment comes with news that the new Polo model 
will be manufaetured at the Palmela factory from 2009 onwards. 

More traffic police, earlier 

More traffic police are to patrol Portuguese roads this festive sea- 
son and have started their policing earlier than usual in a bid to keep 
the number of road deaths for 2007 under a thousand. The eampaign 
will last until January 7. 

One in 5 high school pupils taken drugs 

A survey released this week shows that one in five high school 
pupils between years 10 and 12 admit to have taken some form of 
drug, though this figure is down seven pereent from previous years. 
A total of 88 percent say they have eonsumed aleohol, while 56 per- 
cent say they have puffed on a cigarette. 

Six thousand become Portuguese 

Six thousand immigrants have been awarded Portuguese citizen- 
ship this year, figures show. This figure is four times higher than the 
average of previous years. A further 25,000 applications for Portu- 
guese nationality are awaiting appraisal. 

More than 32,000 HIV/AIDS cases 

More than 32,000 Portuguese have the HIV/AIDS virus though 
only half exhibit the symptoms of the disease. During the first nine 
months of the year, a total of 1 ,766 new cases were reported. 

Thomas Stephenson is new US 
Ambassador 

The new Ambassador designate of the United States in Portugal is 
Thomas Stephenson, it was revealed on Wednesday by embassy 
officials. As is the case with his predecessor Alfred Hoffman, the 
new ambassador is a political appointment and he was aetively in- 
volved in raising funds for the Republican presidential campaigns in 
2000 and 2004. 

Portugal faces Scandinavian test 

Portugal have been drawn with the Nordic duo of Sweden and 
Denmark in their qualifying group for the 2010 World Cup in South 
Africa. The semi-finalists at the 2006 tournament in Germany will 
also faee Hungary, Albania and Malta. The winner of the group quali- 
fies automatically, with the eight best second-placed teams in the 
nine groups playing a two-leg play-off mateh for the remaining four 
vacancies available to European teams. 


Portugal wants World Cup

While Spain hosted the foot- 
ball World Cup in 1982, the for- 
mulation of a j oint bid with Por- 
tugal eould prove sueeessful as 
the two eountries are likely to 
reeeive support from “allies” in 
Latin Ameriea and Afhea that will 
go a long way to ensuring the Ibe- 
rian Peninsula is the venue of the 
prestigious tournament in 20 1 8 . 

Portugal and Spain eould pre- 
pare a bid to host the 20 1 8 W orld 
Cup it emerged this week. 

World football’s governing 
body FIFA has serapped the ro- 
tation system between eonti- 
nents, and after the 2010 tourna- 
ment in South Afriea and in Bra- 
zil four years later, it is almost a 
certainty the 2018 World Cup 
will be in Europe. 

Russia has already announced 
its intentions to launeh its eandi- 
daey, and bids are expeeted from 
England, the United States, China 
and Australia, while Holland, 
Belgium and Luxembourg are 
preparing a joint bid. 

But Portugal eould have the 
final say. 

The eountry’s exeeptional 
sueeess in hosting the Euro 2004 
already makes it a eredible eandi- 
date, and with the addition of 
Spain to the bid, an Iberian tour- 
nament has a good ehanee of sue- 
eess. 

Gilbero Madail, ehairman of 
the Portuguese Football Federa- 
tion (FPF) admitted that he pro- 
posed the idea of a j oint bid to his 
Spanish eounterparts at the be- 
ginning ofNovember. 

While he says response to the 
idea was favourable, his eolleague 
aeross the border (Angel Villar) 
was eoneemed over the timing 
but that eo-hosting the tourna- 


ment should be diseussed “in the 
near future.” 

The Portuguese football ehief 
added: “People say England are 
a eandidate, but it has to be re- 
membered that there are other 
eountries and Portugal have 
something to say”. 

Euro 2004 sprung from a simi- 
lar idea, though Spain turned 
down the opportunity to jointly 
host the tournament, preferring 


to launeh a rival bid to Portugal, 
whieh they famously lost to their 
smaller neighb ours . 

Earlier in the week, the ehair- 
man of the Portuguese Football 
League defended an Iberian tour- 
nament. 

Herminio Loureiro said that 
sueh a bid would signify that no 
stadiums would have to be built 
and would be profitable almost 
from the outset. 


Reports meanwhile suggested 
that Spain and Portugal eould 
make an announeement on their 
j oint bid early next year. 

Meanwhile, FIFA president 
Sepp Blatter said this week the 
sport’s governing body may 
hold a preliminary elimination 
eontest as is done by the ICC 
when seleeting the Olympie eity 
to trim the number of final ean- 
didates. 


Mou rin ho cool on England j ob 


The likelihood of Jose 
Mourinho being appointed the 
next manager is inereasing with 


every passing day, at least that is 
what bookmakers think. 

Taking the best odds on offer 


will see punters only double their 
money should they gamble on 
former Chelsea and FC Porto 
eoaehbeeoming thenextmanager 
ofEngland. 

Jose Mourinho has been in 
semi-exile in his native Setubal 
sinee his departure from Chelsea 
in September, but he was this 
week still being tipped to oeeupy 
the post vaeated by Steve 
MeLaren after England failed to 
qualify for Euro 2008. 

Newspaper reports on 
Wednesday said Mourinho was 
prepared to talk to the English 
Football Assoeiation over the 
managerial job. 

But while he was quoted as 


telling the FA to “eome and get 
me”, sourees elose to him denied 
he had made any publie eomment 
about the post. 

The 44-year-old has won two 
Portuguese league titles, the 
Champions League and UEFA 
Cup at FC Porto before going on 
to elaim two Premier League ti- 
tles, the FA Cup and two League 
Cup titles with Chelsea. 

Other favourites for the Eng- 
land job are Fabio Capello, Harry 
Redknapp, Martin O’Neill and 
Jurgen Klinssman. 

The current Portuguese man- 
ager, Luis Seolari has this week 
fallen If om third to eighth favour- 
ite with British bookmakers.
